ABSTRACT 

A molecular complex which includes a template having a plurality of ionic functional 
groups and a conducting polymer. The conducting polymer may be polypyrrole, polythiophene 
or poly(phenylene sulfide) and substituted versions thereof. The conducting polymer has 
charges on it which bind to the organic functional group. The complex has a polypyrrole ration 
5 of between about 0.5 to 4.5.
